He will want to 
know whether he or secretary Smith will 
coutrel the patronage of the fifth Georgia dis- 
trict. ; 

“If Mr. Smith is to revise my recommen- 
dations,” said he tonight, “I will make none. 
Il doen't intend to subm&t to any such thing 
and‘ 1 believe. the president will see it as 
1 do and put a stop to this interference.” 

When seen today Secretary Smith declined 
to discuss the Conyers postoffice matter. 
His only interest, he said, in the matter of 
Georgia appomtmenrts was to see that good 
men got the offices. When le heard of 
bad’ ones being recommended he would pro- 
test. ‘Tbe intimation was that he would keep 
an eye on the recommendations. 

An effort is being made by -the friends of 
both parties to get Messrs. Smith and Liv- 
ingston together in order that they may reach 
some sort of an understanding, but neither 
s¢emms inclined:to give the other any quarter. 
Indeed the figut between them is thoroughly 
un, and une Mr. Cleveland settles it in 
some way the tilt from now on will be lively.

HOISTING THE CORPSES 


Out of the Calumet and Hecla Mine Where 
the Accident Occured. 

Calumet, Mich., May 15.—The bodies of 
the ten miners killed in the accident at 
Calumet and Hecla mine yesterday 
noon, were recovered late last night. They 
were found at the bottom of the 3,000 
foot shaft almost mashed to a jelley with 
probably not a whole bone left in their 
bodies. The searching party brought their 
dead’ .companions up about half a mile 
distant from the scene of the accident. 
They had to hoist the corpses 600 feet by 
ropes to the level of shaft No. 4 and then 
earry them balf a mile through the drifts. 
When the bodies were brought to the 
surface in the man car, the scenes enacted

No Excitement in London. 


London, May 15.—The suspension of the 
National bank of Queensland has caused 
no excitement in nnancial circles. The 
vilicials of the National cable from Bris- 
bane that the stoppage is due to the per- 
sistent withdrawai of deposits. ‘Che shares 
of the National bank and the shares of 
the Natioual bank of Queetsland have been 
at a discount for weeks in the stock ex- 
change, and the stoppuge of the bank 
causes. no surprise. ‘Lhe officials of the 
National express confidence that it will be 
regoustructed, as it still retains valuabie 
securities.

$0 UNCLE SAM'S BIG COURT SAYS. 


Every Independent Native Has the 
“Inherent Right 


TO KEEP: ALIENS OUT OF ITS TERRITORY 


Especially Those Whose Presence Con- 
gress Thought Inconsistent with 
the Publig, W elfare. : 
; i 


Washington, May 15.—The supreme court 
of the United States today affirmed the 
constitutionality of the Geary Chinese ex- 
clusion and: registration act. ‘The opinion 
was announced by Justice Gray, Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller and Justice Brower dissenting. 

The announcement that a decision in 
the case was expected attracted a large at- 
tendance and the fact that it was the last 
day of the term accounted for the presence 
of an unusually large array of attorneys 
Within the bar, including Attorney Genera! 
Olney, Solicitor General Aldrich, Senators 
Pugh, Dolph and Cockrell. Ex-Justice 
Strong and several members of the diploma- 
tic corps were interested spectators. 

Justice Gray said that the question  in- 
volved was the constitutional effect of the 
sixth section of the act entitled “An act to 
prohibit the comaing of Chinese persons 
into the United States.”” The justice 
sketched the provisions of the law rapidly 
and proceeded to say that it was perfectly 
well settled; it was one of the fundamental 
principles of the law of nations that every 
independent nation had the inherent right 
to keep aliens out of its territory and or- 
der them to get out of its territory. ‘That 
right public welfare demanded. ‘That power 
exists in time of war and equally in time of 
peace, and has always been recognized as 
belonging to independent nations... The 
United States—all of the great powers— 
have the power to make war; to muke 
peace; to pass acts of naturalization; to pass 
all necessary and proper laws to carry out 
the aprovision enacted by congress. On the 
political departmen: of the government de- 
volved the care of international relations. 
It had been settled in two cases that the 
power of exclusion may be vested in execu- 
tive officers and that the aid of the judi- 
Clary might be involved. It was no new 
thing in public law for matters to be exe- 
cutive and political in the tirst instance and 
then take Judicial force as the political de 
partment might direct. The courts have 
no authority to revise the deeisions or the 
action and effect in these cases* except so 
far as provision has been made by law. 

The treaties with China provied original- 
ly for very free intercourse—that was in 
1869. Then it was found that it was nec- 
essury to have wore power for the con- 
venient regulation of this matter and the 
subseyueut treaties more distinctly recogniz- 
ed, as contemplated by the contracting part- 
ies, the power to regulate the entrancé of 
Chinese into this. country. If congress 
inakes a law in consistance with a treaty, it 
Inay give a foreign uation the right to com- 
plain and to take such action as it may 
deem best for its own interest, but the duty 
of the courts of the United States is clear 
and they must recognize its force. 

Justice Gray here dwelt at leligth upon 
the objection that had been upon executive 
arbitrary power conferred upaon executive 
oficers in making deportations. He said 
that so far as an investigation is made, it 
will be a judicial investigation. The law 
provided that the Chinaman shall be deport- 
ed unless he shall clearly establish certain 
facts to the satisfaction of the judge. The 
legislature had a right to prescribe what 
evidence shall be demanded before its ju- 
dicial tribunals. It was ,within its power 
to provide that-those aliens who have been 
a year within the United States without 
getting out a certificate, should be deported. 
It had the right to detine what witnesses 
should be heard; a right to protect the courts 
against testimony from persons who had no 
regard for the sanctity of an oath. He 
would not touch upon the wisdom of the 


policy, even the justice of the act. Those 
were questions for the political, 
the legislative and executive  de- 
partments of the government if 
the act was within” their constitu- 


tional powers, and it would be out of place, 
for the court to interfere. What congress 
had done had not been to provide foar any 
definition of crime in the act, nor to provide 
any punishment. It provided that the per- 
sons in question should be sent out of the 
country to the place from whence they 
came; it provided. not for the 
adjudication of crime, but — simply 
for the removals of persons whose 
presence congress considers inconstit- 
ent with the public welfare. It must be 
remembered that Chinese cannot be natural- 
ized. Doubtless, they are entitled to the 
security and eafegurad granted by the con- 
stitution and laws in such measure as they 
provide, but there was nothing in the con- 
stitufion or laws which impugned the power 
of congress to compel them to leave the 
country. 
The Chief Juatioce’s Dissent. 

In his dissenting opinion the chief justice 
denied the soundness Of the proposition that 
the cases before the court were such as the 
political part of the government alone could 
deal with. It was, in ‘his view, a julicial 
question ard however reluctant courts may 
be to pass upon the constitutionality of leg- 
islative acts, it was every essence of judicial 
duty to do so when the discharge of that 
duty was properly imposed upon it. He en- 
tertained no doubt that the provisions of the 
fifth and fourteenth amendments were uni- 
versal in their application and that while 
the general government was invested, so far 
as foreign countries were concerned, with 
all the powers necessary to the mainte- 
nance of its absolute independence and se- 
curity, it could not, in virtue of a supposed 
inherent sovereignty, absolutely deal, with 
persons lawfully and peacefully within its 
domain. The act before the court was not 
an act to abrogate or appeal a treaty nor <o 
expel chairmen lawfully here and no such 
intent could be imputed to congress. Its 
object was to prescribe a method of regis- 
tration and the deportation devised by way 
of punishment, was, in his view, an unusual 
pa ishment not authorized by the constitu- 
tion. :

A SOCIAL SENSATION. 


Judge H. D. D. Twiggs Sues for and Pre- 
cures a Dtvore in the Far West, 


Sioux Falls, S. D., May 15.—(Special.)—It 
will cause a sensation throughout the south 
when it is known that Judge H. D. Twiggs, 
of Augusta, Ga., for eight years judge on the 
supreme bench and proninent in politics, has 
been divorced from Lucie BE, Twiggs, a lead- 
ing society woman of Augusta, and a rela- 
tive of Senator John B. Gordon, of Georgia, 
The case was brought in Crookings, a -smaill 
town near here, to avoid publicity. 

Judge Twiggs arrived here about the first of 
last February to_look up a certain location, he 
said, and ninety days after his arrival began 
his suit, , 

Mrs. Twiggs made an answer to make the 
decree binding, but no serious fight was made 
in the case, The minor child Was given tuto 
the custody of the mother. 

The marriage occurred in May, 1861, and in 
1883 Mrs, Twiggs, unable to live happily with 
her husband, left him, Five children were 
born of the union. 

The plaintiff was, during the war, a Ileu- 
tenant colonel in the confederate army, His 
father was the famous eneral “wiggs who 
was commander of the department of Tcxas 
during the Mexican war. 

When Cleveland was nomicated in St. Louis 
in 1NSS Judge Twiggs seconded the nomina- 
tion in behalf of Georgia in an eloquent speech. 
Judge Twiggs will not return to Georgia. If 
he does not receive a judicial appointinent 
from President Cleveland he will locate in the 
practice of law either at Helena, Mont,, or 
at Indianapolis.

Further details of the battle at Hornkranz 
have been received and seventy native women, 
ten native men and boys and a few babies 
were killed. ‘The oficial report expresses re- 
gret that the women and children were killed, 
but says that a sudden attack and indiscrimi- 
nate firing -were the ovly means af capturin 
the stronghold.

DIABLO WON 


The Great Brooklyn Handicap Race 
tYesterday 


WITH LAMPLIGHTER JUST BEHIND HIM 


While Leonawell Took Third Place 
in the Great Contest. 


THIRTY THOUSAND PEOPLE PRESENT. 


Scenes on the Ground Before and During 
the Race—Mutuals Paid $296.50. 
‘The Result a Surprise. 


New York, May 15.—Amidst cold and op 
pressive silence, Diablo, the aged son of 
Folus and Grace Darling, won the rich Brook- 
lyn handicap at Gravesend this afternoon in 
the presence of 30,000 persons. Lamplighter, 
the favorite, who went to the post carrying 
a ton of money, was second and Leonawell 
third. The winner’s time was 2:09, made frac- 
tionally as follows: Quarter, 25 1-2, half 51, 
three-quarters 1:16, mile 1:421-2, mile and a 
quarter 2:00. The reason for the chilly 


silence with which Diablo*’s victory was re-— 


ceived is rather difficult of explanation. Even 
though the winner was an extreme outsider, 
which fact of couse had its effect, the race- 
going public are too generous to allow that to 
weigh in the balance and generally give ap- 
plause where applause is due. The probabili- 
ties are that the people felt instinctively that 
they had, in a measure, been the victims of 
what is termed a grand coup. 

Diablo was regarded as being in the first 
flight in his two and three-year-old form, but 
after third year his legs became shaky. Since 
then he has been regurded simply as a high 
class selling plater that was likely to break 
down permanently in any race which he 
started. ‘The horse has raced three times at the 
recent Bilizabeth meeting, winning once out 
of three starts. Muceland and Charade, two 
horses that ran in the handicap today, were 
the winifiers of these races and beat him 
easily. His wonderful improvement in form 
today wus, therefore, ail the more stunning 
in its effect. 

The Brooklyn handicap run today was the 
seventh in the history of the event and was 
guaranteed to be worth $25,uv0. Of this sum 
the winner gets $18,000, the second horse 
$5,000 and the third $2,0U0. This day dawned 
bright and fair, much to the delight of the 
many thousands of persons who d deter- 
mined to see the rich stake contested for. 
As the day advanced and. the bright weather 
prospects of the morning were fuily realized, 
people set their faces toward the race course 
apd soon the different drivewmys and rail- 
roads leading thereto assumed an animated 
appearance. Be 11 o'clock a few hundred 
spectators had already reached the course, 
and these eagerly. seized upon the best points 
of vantage, which places they retained at 
least until the event of the day was decided. 
By noon several thousand lovers of the sport 
of kings had entered the enclosure, while the 
rapidly arriving trains deposited thousands of 
others outside every few minutes, who poured 
through the gates in a steady stream. 

Lively Scenes. 

At this time the scene inside the track 
was already one of bustle Rnd animation. 
The grand stand was comfortpbly filled with 
ladies and their escorts, while on the lawn, 


>in the paddock, in the bettiag shed and in 


the field men and boys were leisurely mov- 


ing about—the men discussing the merits of © 


the various horses and jockeys that were to 
engage in the great race; the boys looking 
eagerly around to satisfy their youthful cu- 
riosity. The crowd was gradually and stead- 
ily augmented until, when the bell rang for 
the first race, it was difficult to move about 
with any degree of comfort on the lawn or 
in the betting ring, while the clubhouse and 
grand stand were filled to overflowing. 

At least 25,000 people had crowd into 
the track at this time. Still the trains were 
rapidly arriving with thousands of others. 
At handicap time at least 30, persons 
were present. The scenes in and about the 
track were both picturesque and exciting. 
Looking from tbe grand stand - the_ picture 
was a pretty one. Off in the distance could 
be seen a blue haze, denoting where the At- 
lantic lay, and from its broad expanse a 
cool breeze came, pleasantly tempering the 
rays of the hot sun. Just beyond the en- 
closure fresh green fields extended in every 
direction, while the laWn-just {op front was 
one black mass of jokt™z. bustling and 
pleasure-seeking humanity. The stand itself 
presented a charming sCehe, the bright and 
various colored toilets of the ladies showing 
in vivid contrast to the sombre and subdued- 
looking clothing of fheir escorts. The crowd 
moving about the fawh ‘was truly a cosmo- 
politan one. Bankers, merefiants and law- 
yers elbowed their ch?xs; aay. fustere 
judges seemedLtg lose their dignity and ea- 
gerly picked up Words dropped by dirty lit- 
tle stable boys or pinched and weazened- 
faced jockeys. The oufs, both black and 
white, could be seen bhobnobbing with the 
sena of the aristocraty, and the hofny- 
handed nechanic sgood in earnest confab 
with the millionaire; Everybody was anx- 
ious to. hear fons as to which horse 
would ot ay the winner of the big event, 
and nobody, at least on handicap day, was 
too high or too low to be consuited on the 
subject. 

Betting the Greenbacks. 

The betting ring presented a wild and bois- 
terous scene. The jam was something aw- 
ful. A man would go in smiling and looking 
linen wilted and his clothing torn ard be- 
spick and span, but he would come out still 
smiling and happy, perhaps. but with his 
draggied. Men rushed madly about looking 
for the odds they wanted and shaking 
greenbacks in the faces of the bookmakers 
when they found them. If these talented 
individuals took the.money dnd gave in ex- 
change’ for t a bit of pasteboard with il- 
legible characters trac on it the betters 
were pleased and hapy, but if. on the con- 
trary, the monéy was refused and the odds 
lowered, then a look of chagrin would ap- 
pear. There was rushing, pushing, jostling, 
shoving and hauling in plenty, but it was 
taken good naturedly, for the crowd ex- 
pected it. 

The Great Handicap. 

The first three races on the card were a 
mere relish to the spectators, only serving 
to whet their appetite for the big event of 
the day. When, therefore, the bugie called 
Tue horses to the post for the big event ex. 
citement was on tip toe. It was just one 
roinute past 4 o’clock when the horses were 
su:xnmoned from the ‘paddock.

Not a word passed, but before Cocke got hie 
pistol out young Huey had shot him five times 
with dynamite cartridges. Young Ben Huey 
rushed from his father’s office and shot him 
with buckshot from a shotgun, Huey, senior 
also rushed up and shot Cocke twice. 

Cocke fell at the first fire but got his pistol 
out and fired once aimlessly. 

Cocke is dangerously wounded in the small 
of the back. He says the attack was unex- 
pected, It is said it is not believed that he 
can live, but if he gets up the fight will be 
renewed. 


LYNCHING IN INDIANA. 
John Turley, Who Killed Conductor Price 
a . swung Up by, a Moab.. 


Bedford, Ind., May 15.—At 2:10 o'clock 
this morning a mob of 100 men appeared 
before the jail here, forced the sheriff to 
give up the keys and took John Turley, who 
murdered Conductor L. F. Price at Sey- 
mour, from his cell and hanged him in the 
jail yard: Turley begged for his life, but 
his appeals were met with silence. The 
lynching was conducted in the most or- 
derly manner, Turley’s cries being the only 
sounds heard. After lynching their man 
the mob requested that the body not be taken 
down until daylight, after which they dis- 
persed. The mob hanged Turley to a tree 
in the jail yard within twelve feet of the 
railroad track go that all passing trains this 
morning saw his body. e was dressed as 
though he had been expecting them. They 
completed the job at 2:50 o'clock. These 
were forty-three men at the jail ail masked 
and about fifty or sixty standing guard ab 
different points over the city. 

Turley’s crime was the murder of Con- 
ductor L. F. Price, of the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi road. The assassination was as 
cowardly as it was brutal. It seems that 
Turley tendered an old pass whep asked for 
his fare, which the conductor refused. Af- 
ter an altercation, Turley’s father, a wealthy 
stock dealer, of Lawrence county, paid his 
fare for him. Price then left and was stand- 
ing in the door with his back toward Turley, 
who was closely following him, when the 
latter fired twice, each bullet piercing the 
kidneys and passing forward and out through 
the stomach of his victim. Price lingered a 
few hours, regaining conscioysness only 
within a few moments of his dedth. Follows 
ing the arrival of the murderer at Bedford 
there was the most intense excitement.

The ‘announcement was made in yesterday 
morning’s Constitution that the bishop would 


occupy the pulpit and make an explanation 


of his position with reference to the lo 


eation of the cathedral. 

His talk was written out in manuscript. 
which he read in a very clear, distinct 
voice. The purpose of the bishop in reduc- 
Ing the statement to writing was to make 
the points clear and specific aud in order 
to prevent any misapprehension on the part 
of the congregation. . 

When he finished his remarks he called for 
Questions. The invitation was very gener 
ally accepted and several questions were 
put to the bishop by members of the church 
who sought to be enlightened on points which 
were not clear in their minds. 

The result of the discussion was that the 
action of the bishop so far as he had proceed- 
ed was approved and the tender of St. Luke's 
property to the bishop for cathedral purposes 
was ratified by the congregation. 

This is the proposition as it now stands: 
To put on the market the salable property 
of St. Luke’s and also that of St. Philip’s 
and out of the proceeds of the two erect the 
proposed cathedral, the cathedral to be of 
su¢h a character as to reflect credit upon 
the diocese and the cause of Christ. The 
remainder of the preperty is to be used in 

‘the formation of other parishes, provided a 
sufficient number of members desired to or- 
ganize in such a capacity. 

Bishop Nelson Talks. 

The talk of Bishop Nelson last night was 
heard with close attention. The congrega- 
tion had discussed the matter fully from the 
standpoint of the laity and they were eager 
to hear from the bishop in regard to the 
matter of locating the cathedral, 

“] have no‘ desire,” said the bishop, “to 
extend my power or to exercise any authority 
beyond that which has been conferred. The 
Charge has been unkindly made that the 
movement was one inspired by an ambitious 
desire on my part and that 1 was seeking .-to 
gratify my personal ends, "Allow me to 
say in all frankness and sincerity that such 
a thought never etnered my mind. I have 
no purpose and on desire beyond that of 
doing the greatest good in my humble way 
and of serving the cause of Christ to the 
best of my ability. I was a great deal hap- 
pier in my own little parish than I can rea- 
sonably expect to be in discharging the high 

‘and responsible duties of bishop of Georgia. 
No Desire for Aggrandizement. 


“As to any desire on’ my part to extend 
the prerogatives of my olfice as bishop I 
desire to say that the power which you have 

iven to ‘your bishop is already tvv great. 

will go so far as to say that, in my opinion 
the powers of the bishop should be restricte 
and that some co-erdinate authority should 
exist’in connection with his office by which 
its responsibility could ba divided? In this 
opinion I am frank and | hope in its ex- 
pression I ain thoroughly understood. 

“From the very moment on which I’ entered 
upon the discharge of my duties as bishop 
of this diocese, 1 was confronted with the 
question, where should I locate the cathed- 
ral? Would I adopt the one which had 
been used by the former bishop, or would I 
ignore the elaims of Atlanta altogether and 
eelect another city as a more suitable laco- 
tion? The question with me was this: From 
what center could the work of the diocese 
be best administered?” 

Why Atianta Was Selected. 

“In arriving at a proper solution of thie 
point. I considered the location of the city 
with reference to the other sections of the 
state and also the prospects of Atlanta 
with reference to the growth and expansion 
of the church. I furthermore considered 
the legacy in the way of cathedral property, 
which was already located in this city. To 
inquire into all these points required time, 
and I was not disposed to rush into hurried 
or impatient action, which might result in 
failure and disappointment. In this, I was 
censured for unnecessary delay, which was 
rather the deliberation of a prudent and 
well-authorized caution. Haste was unnec- 
essary in the case, since any action on my 
part affected *the welfare of the largest dio- 
. ‘eese east of the Mississippi river. It was 
_ proper in view of the fact that 1 was a com- 
parative stranger in Georgia, ignorant of 

the law which is pertinent to matters with- 
‘in my jurisdiction, that I should proceed 

with the utmost care and deliberation and 
that nothing should be dote in haste, which 

I would have any cause to repent at leis- 

ure.’ I have no apology to make to atiy one 

for the delay which I have taken in the 
matter.” 
The Status of the Cathedral. 

The bishop then went on to speak of the 
status of the cathedral which he had in- 
herited. The lot-en which the building was 
erected which had been used by the former 
bishop as a cathedral, was donated for that 
specific purpose. The idea of a parish never 
entered into the minds of*those who made 

the gift. -The deed conveyed the prop- 

erty Was executed on the 1™ of June, 1885. 

It transferred the property to the bishop, 

with the direction that the same was to 

be held in trust for the purpose of a cathed- 
ral. Nothing could divert it from this pur- 
pose except the combined agreement of the 
donors and the beneficiaries. Power was 
conferred by the deed upon the bishop to 


mortgage the property if necessary, or to re-' 


invest if in his discretion he thought it prop- 
er, always using the proceeds, however, as 
directed in the deed, and never applying it 
sf ted other purpose than the one contem- 
plated. 


“I do not care, however,” resumed the | 


bishop, “to take any action in the matter 
without the co-operation and advice of those 
who are interested. Any suggestions which 
are calculated to enlarge and promote the 
trust and to carry out the idea of the deed 
are in order; all other suggestions are mani- 
festly out of order. 

‘The powers conferred upon the bishop with 
Teference to the cathedral are many. Of 
these, however, I have as yet exercised only 
one, viz.: That of appointing a board of 
curators, and suggesting the propriety of 
holding more numerous services. This was 
certainly done in no love of power, but 
simply with the desire to increase the use- 
fulness of the church and its efficiency for 
good. Your earnest co-operation in’ this 
matter is the highest tribute you can pay 
to him who has at heart your soul’s goc 
and who has come into your midet, after re. 
fusing other more profitable offers. to be 
of service in the eause of Christ. I desire

Friends of Both Are Anxious, and Are 
Hard at Work—Where the Voting 
Will Be Done. 


Today two most important elections will 
be held in Atlanta and Fulton county. 

Atlanta will vote on the proposed issue 
of water bonds to the amount of $182,000 
and Atlanta and the rest of Fulton county 
will decide by the ballots of the voters wheth- 
er or not the county sball issue $600,000 
in bonds to build a new courthouse, a new 
jail and a reformatory prison. 

In Atlanta the interest is of course great- 
est in the water bond election. The issue 


of water bonds directly concerns every citi- | 


zen of Atlanta and it is thought certain that 
the issue will receive the endorsement of 
more than the requisite number of voters. 
Kor the water bond election 2,311 voters 
have registered, of which number 2,05] 
are white and 260 colored. ‘l'wo-thirds of 
the registered votes are required to pass the 
water bonds. No considerable opposition 
has shown itself to the issue, but it is feared 
that the inclemency of the weather will 
have the effect of keeping from the polls 
many of the friends of the bonds. The 
importance of voting is urged upon every 
voter who bas registered. 

The reason why it is important that the 
bonds be issued has been many times ex- 

lained through the newspapers aud the 

istory of the.election has been told and 
retold so often that it -ts familiar te every 
man in the city. The issue is just this: 
The city needs $182,000 to complete the 
waterworks now in course of construction. 
There is no money in the city treasury to 
meet this demand and unless it is raised 
from the sale of the issue of bonds that is 
to be yoted on today the city will be great- 
ly embarrassed. *

Responding to the request of a Constitu-

“Of course all that is needed for the water 
bonds to carry today is that those who reg- 
istered for the election turn out and vote, 
for among those voting but few will be 
found against the issue of the bonds. It 
is, however, of the utmost importance that 
all who appreciate the great and absolute 
need of the city in this matter vote and 
remind his friend and neighbor to vote, as 
Ole not voting is counted against the bonds. 

‘To illustrate: There are, 1 believe, 2,207 
pone registered for this special city water 

md election. ‘Two-thirds of this whole 
number or 1,582 must actually cast their 
votes favorably or the issue fails. If only 
this number, 1,532 votes were cast and 
1,525 were for the bonds and only seven 
against, the bonds would not be authorized 
because of the number registered not vot- 
ing. By wards the registration for this 
election is approximately as stated below, 
and will vary from it but little:

HE SERVES WITH PRESIDENT COMER. 


The : Central’s ‘Reorganization Scheme 
Seemed to Be Embarrassed on Sat- 
arday for a Little While. 


“ 


Captain Robert J. Lowry was appointed 
a co-receiver yesterday with Mr. H. M. 
Comer of the Savannah and Western Rail- 
road Company. — 

This appointment was made by Judge 
Pardee at New Orleans. 

The news Was a surprise to some of the 
interests in the Central litigation. There was 
a sort of understanding that nothing more 
would be done in any of the Central cases 
uutil Justice Jackson comes_ here on the 
©sth. There was no agreement on this 
line, but some of the lawyers thought that 
tbe situation would be allowed to remain 
unchanged for the present. 

Those who keep up with the manage- 
ment’s side of the Centra] were not sur- 
prised at all, for it was expected that a co- 
receiver would be appointed by Judge 
Pardee. Captain Lowry was selected at 
the request of the Central Trust Company, 
of New York. He has been named by that 
corporation to represent it before in re- 
ceiverships. He is president of the Lowry 
Banking Company, of Atlanta, and one of 
the financiers in the south. 

The appointment of a co-receiver need 
not mean that there is any serious an- 
tagonism or conflict of interests between 
Mr. Comer and the Central Trust Company. 


It is rather presumed that they are working ; 


on the same lines. ; 

Next week Justice Jackson will review 
the whole case in a way._He, will be 
asked to appoint a new receiver for the 
whole Central system. Mr. Comer and 
his friends have no idea that a change 
will be made, but in the event that Justice 
Jackson takes another view of the matter, 
and decides to appoint a receiver for the 
whole system, Captain Lowry would have 
the advantage of being in. And it might 
turn out that Atlanta would have the re- 
ceivership. 

Unless some receiver is appointed who 
is thoroughly familiar with railroad manage- 
ment in a practical way, and is also a 
financier who is able to borrow large sums 
of money and float bonds, the justice may 
conclude to appoint two receivers. This 
is very common where there is s0 much 
property and so much litigation. 

The East Tennessee has two receivers, 
and so has the Richmond and Danville. 
Men who are competent to be receivers 
for a- large rail ike the Central are 
not numerous. Mr. Comer was a success- 
ful business man, and had been a director 
of the Central for several years. Few 


- men are financiers and experienced railroad 


managers, too. Some who have graduated 
as railway managers are both, but they are 
the exception. 

The Central's friends who are backing the 
reorganization plan were alarmed for a while 
on Saturday by a report that H. B. Hollins 
& Co. had failed. ollins is the chairman of 
the reorganization committee and the failure 
of his house at this time would be likely 
to bring great trouble and embarrassment en 
the reorganization scheme. Mr. Hollins de- 
nied the rumor promptly, but it got a fast 
start of the contradiction and reached the 
bankers on the other side of the ocean be- 
fore a denial was cabled. The report was 
started by some enemy, H. B. Hollins says. 
The way the rumor got such headway was 
peculiar. He had sent a letter to the stock 
exchange denying the rumor. The vice pres- 
ident picked up the note and began to make 
the announcement. He began by say in; 
“H. B. Hollis & Co beg to make— 
He got no further, for the crowd of brokers 
thought that it was an announcement of the 
failure of the well-known house, and, 
without waiting to hear the letter read 
rushed to the telephones and began to send 
the news all over the city. The tickers sent 
it out and in a minute it was announced in 
every broker’s office in New York and ¢a- 
bles flew rapidly under the ocean to make 
the announcement on the other side, where 
the firm is known also. When quiet was 
restored and the letter was read in full 
it was found to contain a denial of the ru- 
mor. Mr. Hollins was‘ boiling with anger 
at the bad break that had been made. He 
started in to contradict the report every- 
where, but it was much slower to get the 
truth around than it was to circulate the 
falsehood. Finally the truth got pretty well 
circulated and it restored:a better feeling 
on every hand, for this firm hag stood high 
in financial circles. Hollins has been re- 
garded as one of the Vanderbilt brokers 
and he has some connection with the family 
through marriage. 

Drexel, Morgan & Co. soon _gscertained the 
truth and sent out cablegrams to its corres- 
pondents in Europe to discredit any rumors 
about Hollins which might reach them, as 
the house was all right. 

H. B. Hollins has been identified with 
the Central since 1886, though not continu- 
ously. He put up some of the funds: that 
year to buy the controlling interest and he 
remained in with the Calhouns for about 
two years. He finally sold out his Centra] 
holdings, but is said to have held on to his 
Southwestern. Last fall he was requested 
to assist in the reorganization of the sys- 
tem and he was made chairman of the 
committee. The failure of his house would 
have hampered reorganizations, as can read- 
ily be seen. ;

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Our Little Sibcria. 

There is a land of injustice and tor- 
ture whose story has excited the hor- 
ror of the civilized world. Wherever 
Siberia is known all good men and wo- 
men with one voice pronounce it ac- 
cursed. The ‘name calls up visions of 
helpless prisoners, old atid young, wo. 
men and children, loaded with chains 
and scourged to their daily fasks. 

When Christian Atlanta heard George 
Kennan’s exposure of these barbarous 
methods every man in the = audience 
doubtless felt thankful that such a 
thing was unknown here. But is this 
really the fact? Are we not so blinded 
by the splendor of our rushing civiliza- 
tion that we fail to see some unpleasant 
phases of life about us. 

Yesterday many ladies and gentlemen 
who had occasion to traverse Capitol 
avenue were shocked to see in a chain- 
gang of grown negroes, breaking rock, 
four little boys—three of them white— 
between the ages of twelve and fifteen. 
These children wore iron. shackles 
around their ankles, each boy's limbs 
being so chained that he was obliged 
to take short-steps as he walked. 

This was the shameful spectacle seen 
on one of our prominent residence 
streets yesterday, and ministers of the 
gospel and Christian men and women 
hung their heads as they turned away. 

Is Georgia going to*maintain a little 
Siberia within her limits? In the pun- 
ishment of these little ones we are im!- 
tating the methods that prevail in the 
ezar’s penal colony. Can we punish 
twelve-year-old white boys in no better 
Way than this? Must we work them by 
day on our streets in a chaingang of 
hardened criminals, and at night herd 
them together in a stockade?

It is the way to educate boy transgres- 
Bors in the school of crime and imn 
them out fully equipped for their evi] 
work. : 

It is time to turn over a new leaf. 
Georgia, with nearly a hundred Chris- 
tian churches, cannot and must not 
wage a cruel, crushing, soul and body 
destroying crusade under the law 
against the little children’ who have no- 
body to pay their fines when they com- 
mit a small offense. Our people are 
tired of seeing these unpleasant sights 
on the streets, and they are not willing 
to bear the responsibility. 

We must try the experiment of a ju- 
venile reformatory. When a twelve or 
fourteen-year-old offender is convicted 
the proper thing to do is to place him 
where he will receive the benefit of 
good moral influences and learn a trade 
that will enable him to earn an honest 
living.

Repeal the Ten Per Cent Tax. 

Those editors who talk glibly of 
“wild cat” banks when the repeal of 
the 10 per cent tax on state bank eir- 
culation is. mentioned are no doubt 
moved by a desire to conceal their ig- 
norance of the financial history of ihis 
country. They no doubt imagine tnat 
persons as ignorant as themselves will 
accept the epithet as an unanswerable 
argument against the re-establishment 
of state banks of issue. 

The Constitution, on more tt.an one 
occasion, has explored by means of dis- 
cussion the ignorance which employs 
epithets for arguments, and has fuund 
it to be practically without depth. 
Those who employ the term “wild cat” 
bank do so without knowing that it is 
a descriptive epithet invented by the 
state banks themselves to mark the cur- 
reney issued by the frontier banks «7? 
the west under inadequate laws and 
loosely dtatwn charters. To apply this 
term to any bank in the days of stute 
banking was to destroy ffs power to 
hurt the public. 

Those who are disposed to compa‘e 
the operations of state banks of issue 
with those of national banks should go 
into the matter thoroughly. Let them 
take the thirty years of state yanking 
in this country, ending with 1863, and 
compare them with the thirty years of 
national banking since that time. Tet 
them compare the money losses of tha 
public under each system, and then 
strike the balance. Then let judgment 
be given as to the safety and soundness 
of the system that has occasioned the 
least loss to the public. 

It will be said, of course, that the 
notes of the national banks have al- 
ways been sound, and this is true, but 
when the note holder of a ‘atiounl 
bank has his money deposited in that or 
some other national bank, and Joses it, 
the loss is as serious to him 18 if it 
were occasioned by the wild cat char- 
acter of the notes. And more so, for 
it rarely happened in the case of the 
wild cat bank that the public did not 
adequately protect itself by means of a 
discount fixed on the bank’s currency 
by prudence or suspicion. But a de- 
posit lost by the failure of a national 
bank, Whether of gold or bank notes, is 
gone, 

The Constitution, In the various finan- 
cial discussions in which it has been en- 
gaged, has always strove t> do entire 
justice to the national banking syst»m, 
and so there is no need to repeat here 
what has been so often said, that fer 
the 
lished—upholding the credit of the gcv- 
ernment during the war period cf stress 
and doubt—it would be impossible to 
improve upon it. But the trouble is 
that its success in this particular has 
blinded the eyes of a great many in 
telligent people to its defects as a bank- 
ing system pure and simple, | 

Thoughtful bankers—we mean 1be 
bankers who have ideas above and be- 
yond the 10 per cent profits of the fay 
and hour—do not hesitate to say that 
the system is an imperfect one; that 
the laws which give it vitality do not 
look to the needs of the people, and 


/ that the system has a tendency to et 


tract the currency of the com‘*y away 
from the points where it is most necded 
to the money centers, where’it is pile’? 
up to await the movements of specula- 
tion. The system, in fact, was equipped 
for an emergency. It has fulfilled its 
destiny. It is still powerful as a polit- 
ical factor, but it is rapidly losing its 
potency as an aid to business.. Take, 
for example, the statement of the as- 
sociated banks of the city of New York, 
made to the clearing house on the 6th 
of May. With a capital of $48,550,400, 
the national banks had a circulation of 
$5,626,700. They are entitled to 438.- 
000,000, and are presumably credited 
with that amount in the treasu-y esti- 
mates. The net profits of these rational 
banks: are more imposing even than 
their capital is. Their capital is oniy 
$48,650,000, but their net profits Joom 
up at $58,164,300.

The Bond Elections Today.

In the matter of the $182,090 issue of 
water bonds we must again urge cvery 
qualified voter in the city 10 go t% the 
polls and vote for them. We have cut- 
grown our water supply, and the carly 
completion of the new waterworks sys- 
tem is a pressing necessity. We reed 
the Chattahoochee supply for obvicus 
sanitary reasons; we need it for the 
bettér protection of our property in case 
of fire, and we need it for «ur growing 
manufacturing interests. 

The completion of the new water- 
works will be a notable event in our 
history. It will mark another 11'le, post 
in our progressive career, aid when it 
is known that we have secured & new 
and adequate supply of pure water the 
fact will advertise Atlanta abroad and 
do as much as any one thing could to 
draw capital, enterprise an population. 

Kvery voter in Atlanta should turn 
out and roll up a big major'ty fr the 
water bonds. It is a matter that will 
not bear delay. We must have tlie 
water and we must take care of the 
bonds. We have lost a iittle time on 
account of a technicality, and. we can- 
not afford to lose any more. 

As for the county bonds, The Con 
stitution has always been of the opinion 
that they should be voted. it must he 
admitted, however, that the echanccs 
are against them today on account cf 
the unfortunate provision requiring A 
two-thirds vote of the last registration 
of the county, which was more than 
5,000. Had a shecinl registration tor 
the county bonds been ord2red they 
would no doubt have carrixl. But it 
seems. that they must conten! today 
against an obstacle which can scarcely 
be overcome, as it is hot probable tat 
anything like a full vote on the county 
bonds will be polled. 

The county will make a mistake, ip 
our opinion, in not voting the bonds. 
But, fortunately, it is one that can Ye 
rectified, and the people will see it m 
this light before long. 

The county must have a new court 
house, a new jail and a reformacory, 
and the sooner it goes to work on them 
the better it will be.

Results of Compulsory Education. 


The Pittsburg Post hopes that the 
governor of Pennsylvania will veto the 
compulsory education bill. 

It is a bad bill. Under its provisions 
parents or guardians having the control 
of children must see that they g» to 
school at least sixteen weeks in the 
year or pay a fine of $2 for their 4irsi 
conviction under the law and $5 for 
each subsequent conviction. 

The framers of the bill did not dare 
to make imprisonment the alternative. 
The fines will have to be collected by 
civil process or not at all. In _ other 
states poor men and women have been 
jailed because they could not afford to. 
send their children to school, and the 
law became so unpopular chat it was 
allowed to die a natural death. ‘The 
Post argues that there is more politics 
than edueation in such a bill ‘To en- 
force it without injustice to the poor 
the state would have to make liberal 
appropriations for the relief of the indi- 
gent parents who need the labor of 
their children. The system is un-Amiert- 
can and should not be tried in this free 
country. 

We are in danger of repeating Ger- 
many’s mistake of rushing education v0 
the extreme limit. 
there are thousands of educated men 
who find it impossible to 2arn a Uving 
in the overcrowded intellectual «ccupa- 
tions for which they were trained. 
They are forced t6 apply to ihe cities 
and the government for relief, and the 
evil has become so great that there are 
signs of a reaction. The goverument 
wants soldiers and the people want to 
make money.

Macon, Ga., May 15.—Editor Constitution: 
In justice to myself I desire to say regarding 
the alleged grounds of the president s objee-

Mr. seine? has, for rea- 
sons best known to himself, seen fit to 
change his opinion upon the significance of 
the same evidence he passed upon in my fa 
vor a month ago. I shall soon republish the 
articles upon which these two differing con- 
clusions were based, and thus leave it to the 
people of Georgia to determine, for them- 
selves which was the correct one.

It will be 
remembered that the Gate City Guaré was 
the company that went to the first inter- 
ment of the body of Davis, and that they 
gave him a reception when he came to 
Atlanta several years ago. The company 
was in the war, and, while it was: not 
composed of the same men then as now, it 
was the same company so far as the 
cherished name goes, for it has had an un- 
broken history. 

The committee was instructed to see the 
railroads and make rates for the trip to 
Richmond, for it was found thkt there 
were a great many more of the ex-con- 
federates in Atlanta than those appointed 
by the president on a committee to go 
desirous of going.to see the last of Davis.

Singly and in groups, men, women and 
children have stopped to look with amaze- 
ment and pity at the sight of four children, 
not yet in their teens, shackled and chained, 
pegging steadily away at the rocks all day 
long in the midst of a gang of burly negro 
convicts.

Stripped 
of the garnishments which their youthful 
imaginations supplied, it Was found that 
the three white boys were in for thirty 
days for stealing twelve chickens and one 
turkey out of a back yard in broad daylight 
and selling them, the chickens selling they 
stated with manifest pride, for 25 cents 
apiece, and the turkey for io cents.

But the court has no such discretion 
and to the chaingang they must go to become 
adept and proficient in the knowledge of 
every crime and iniquity to which the vi- 
cious classes are given. The city may save 
the cost of supporting the house of corree- 
tion, but in the long run it is a poor bar- 
gain.

os the racket commenced, he called the 
noisy boys down, and said, with the severity 
ef an inexorable schoolmaster, that he 
wouldn’t have it, and that it must be 
stopped. 

“And, right here,’ said Councilman 
Meador, “I've got a little resolution to 
offer.” 

It was a very simple paper, but it meant 
« great deal in the way of order. It re 
quired councilmen to remain in their seats 
throughout a session, and provided for 
their leaving them only when they had ob- 
tained the consent of the chairman. Mr. 
Meador said that some such legislation as 
that was imperative. 

“That's a mighty good resolution,” said 
Mr. Beatie, pulling his wttskers sagely;

Once Mr. Stockdell 
moved without asking, and was promptly 
fined by Mr Broyles, who was presiding. 
Once Mr. Northen moved away about two 
feet, but he defended himself against the 
general attacks of his brothers by saying 
that he had his foot on the base. He was 
jJeclared safe. - 

More Work fvor Ward Physicians. 


A communication was received from the 
board of police commissioners presenting a 
resolution adopted at the last meeting of 
the board, asking the council to frame an 
ordinance requiring ward physicians of 
the city to attend policemen when disabled 
in the discharge of duty. This paper grew 
out of an army of claims sent to the board 
at the last meeting by policemen asking 
to be allowed doctor's bills incurred through 
injuries received while on duty.

New Depot forthe Seaboard Airline. 

A .petition fgom the Seaboard Airline 
railroad, asking to be allowed to erect a 
new depot on the corner of Spring and 
West Alabama streets, and to change 
tee nee of these streets somewhat was 
read. 

Mr. Northen wanted this petition to go 
to the street committee, but Alderman 
Rice thought the bridge committee the 
proper place .for it. 

“This is & very important matter,” said 
the alderman; “it involves some changes 
which will serioysly affect the building of 
the Alabama street bridge. These people 
want to build a depot right over the ground 
over which we intend to build the bridge. 


lt is a matter involving several thousand [|

Double Track on Peachtree Street. 


The old question of double tracking 

Peachtree street came up. For some time 
the Consolidated Street Railway Company 
has had a petition before the electrical] com- 
mittee asking ermission to put down 
a double track on Peachtree street from 
Pine street north to the city limits. This 
is the part of the street which has not yet 
been paved with asphalt, but which is to 
be paved soon. The street railroad wants to 
pot — daouble tracks before the asphalt 
is laid. 
. This matter has been agitated for about a 
year and vigorous opposition has been 
waged to it by a great many residents on 
the street. It, was urged in opposition to 
the double tracking that Peacthree street 
was the only nice drive in the city and that 
two lines of track would render it valuless 
in that respect. 

Mr. Peters and Mr. Meador stated that 
there had been a marked change of senti- 
ment among the residents on Peachtree 
street in regard to the double tracks. A 
majority, of the residents, Mr. Peters stated 
now favored the double tracks. He-and 
Mr. Meador had made a canvass of the 
street and since doing so favored the double 
tracking. There was some discussion of the 
question, and the rules were suspended to 
allow Mr. Humphreys Castleman, who has 
been one of the leaders to the opposition, to 
make an argument against granting the 
permission asked for.

The Army of Beggars. 


The evil of too many impostors among tbe 
beggar element has been thoroughly ventila- 
ted of late through the indefatigable efforts 
of Dr. Turner, of the Charity Association. 
A paper read by him at the last meeting re- 
sulted in the offering yesterday by Mr. Hill 
of an ordinance intended to eliminate this 
evil from the city. The ordinance provided 
for the dispensation of the city’s charity 
through the medium of the Charitable As- 
sociation alone. It provided penalties for 
all persons found begging on the streets. 

President Turner made an able argument 
favoring the ordinance. He told about many 
impostors who had been imposing on citizens 
and on the association. He said there was 
one class of beggars composed of little chil- 
dren who were being absolutely ruined. He 
told of the traveling and other classes of 
mendicants, 

He said the association he represented 
was ready to help all worthy cases. Mr. 
Reneau and Mr. Brevias opposed the ordi- 
nancé in strong speeches. The latter said 
its operation would work an outrageous hard- 
ship upon worthy beggars. It was not right; 
not charitable, and while he had the highest 
opinion of Dr. Turner he could not vote for 
such a law. 

Mr. Hill told some stories illustrating the 
need of some such law ag the one .proposed. 
He said there was a little boy in town who 
was always crying on the street. One day 
he asked him the trouble and the little waif 
said another boy had just snatched his quar- 
ter. He gave the boy another. A few 
minutes later he encountered the same weep- 
ing youth around the corner telling the same 
tale of woe. The ordinance went to the 
ordinance committee to be made less sweep- 
ing in its provisions. . 

Pay for Franchises. 

Mr. Hill was ready with another ordinance. 
This one required street railroad companies 
to pay for franchises they shall receive from 
council in future. Mr. Hill said that the 
city had given away many valuable fran- 
chises and he thotight it was time te call a 
halt. His resolution did not include the 
White line company, whose petition for 
franchise is now pending before council. 
This ordinance went to the electric com- 
mittee. 

Money for the Park. 


Mr. Broyles presented a resolution by re- 
quest of the park commission appropriating

MRS, BLAIR GOES FOR HER HUSBAND. 


Bhe Applied for a Writ of HabeastCorpus, 
and During the Trial She Made a 
Grab for Her Obiid. 


' “] want my child!” 

‘ The words were delivered in a loud fem- 
inine voice which penetrated to the furthest 
part of the building. A wild, dispairing 
gesture accompanied the speech aud a 
§notion on the part of the woman indicated 
to those in the immediate neighborhood, 
the painful significance of her words. 

“Give her up, I say, give her up! 

The child in question was a little girl 
apparently not over six years old. She was 
a beautiful creature, and the excitement 
of the moment illuminated her features 
with a look of sudden surprise which 
riveted the glances of the by-standers as 
they swept froin the mother to the child. 

Standing by the side of the little girl, 
in an attitude of protection, was her 
father. His hand rested upon her shoulder 
as he spoke in a loud, though rather ex- 
cited voice. 

“You shall not have her.” 

Then followed an interesting battle 
which Was finally terminated by the inter- 
ference of friends. Several who were 
passing along the street and were startled 
by the sound of voices, rushed up the 
stairs to ascertain the cause of the disturb- 
ance. Order was finally restored, and when 
the sheriff arrived, in response to a Sum 
mons from Judge Westmoreland, every- 
thing was as still as a mousetrap. 

It was all over in a few seconds. The 
acene Was enacted in the hallway imme- 
diately in front of the courtroom of Judge 
Westmoreland and occurred about 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon. 

Huw It Happened. 

The story is an interesting one, and bere 
is how it happened. 

Mrs. Minnie Blair, the mother of the 
little girl, whose name is Eva May, had 
applied to Judge Westmoreland for a writ 
ot habeas corpus. 

The case was set for a hearing yester- 
day afternoon before his honor, and all 
the witnesses. who were interested in the 
case were summoned to appear at that 
une. 

Among the first to arrive on the scene 
was Nathan Blair, the father ef the little 

irl, and also the defendant in the Case. 
udge Westmoreland was busy at the 
time, being occupied with another investi- 
gation, and for that reason the little girl, 
who was the object of controversy, and 
her father, were compelled to wait in the 
ball just outside of the courtroom. 

They had not been waiting long when 
Mrs. Blair put in her appearance. She 
was out of breath when she reached the 
top of the steps, and her cheeks were 
flushed with excitement. 

Suddenly, in casting her eyes over the 
erosvd, for there were several parties in the 
hall, her glance alighted on the figures of 
ber husband and the little girl. 

As quick as lightning she made a plunge 
for her offspring, and the feelings of the 
mother in that moment of consternation and 
bewilderment were paramount. She forgot 
the courtraom, and the fact that she had 
appealed the matter to Judge Westmore- 
land; and proceeded to enforce the judgment 
of her own excited feelings. , 

“Give her to me. She is my child and 
you took her away. You know you did 
end I want her back.” | 

The tears ran down her cheeks, as she 
articulated the words, and the little gir] 
seeing the tears of her mother, began = to 
weep too. The fath however, was ob- 
durate, and in spite of the frantic efforts 
of the mother, refused to give her up. 
Judge Westmoreland, at this juncture, ap- 
peared on the scene, and a telephone mes- 
sage was sent to the sheriff to come over 
at once and quiet the disturbance. In the 
meantime . little girl remained by the 
side of her father, who held her in his iron 
grasp, while the great round tears trickled 
down ner cheeks. Before the-~sheriff .ar- 
rived the difficulty was settled. It was 
stated by Judge Westmoreland that on ac- 
count of the pendency of another case it 
would be impossible to hear it that. after-

The father wis allowed to retain the child 
as he had her already in his possession, 
but the mother was assured that her case 
would be fully heard today, and if she was 
legally entitled to the child, it would be so 
awarded.

GEORGIA LAGS BEHIND IN THE RACE, 


Apd Her Statesmen Should Take Hold of 
the Workand Push It Forward—As 
to the Infanta Bulalie. 


The Hon, J. L. M. Curry spent yester- 
day in Atlanta. 

The movements of Dr. Curry, as gener- 
al agent of the Peabody fund as well as 
of -the Slater fund, are invested with un- 
usual interest. Perhaps, the movements 


of no man in the union are so fraught with | 


importance to the south as those of Dr. 
Curry. His position as general agent of 
the Peabody fund puts him in the lead of 
the movement for the training of teachers 
for the white race, and his position as the 
dispenser of the Slater fund makes him 


equally important to the negroes. 


Dr. Curry’s visit to Atlanta was called 
forth by the movement to give a more prac- 
tical experiment of manual education for 
the negro. Sometime ago a letter was re- 
ceived by the Chamber of Commerce of At- 


Janta from Dr. Curry in relation to the 


establishment of a Slater schoo] for the in- 
dustrial training of negroes. Owing to 
the absence of Governor Northen in Nash- 
ville and of Governor Bullock in Little 
Rock tthe consultation of yesterday did not 
develop into any decided action, but the 
matter will be taken up hereafter, 

; A’Talk with Dr. Curry. 

Dr. Curry was found by The Constitu- 
tion reporter in the sitting room of the 
Kimbal] house, where he readily entered {n- 
to a discussion of the educational problem. 

“The educational interests of Georgia,” 
said Dr. Curry, “are so closely co-related 
that we cannot consider the one without the 
other. The head of the educational system 


_in Georgia is the university at Athens, in 


which 1 feel the deepest interest as a na- 
tive Georgian, and as being my alma mater. 
The prejudices of a large class aginst uni- 
yersity eduction are ill-founded, because 
higher education is fie test of the best civ- 
flization. The history of Georgia would be 
barren, indeed, if stricken of the achieve- 


ments of the men who were the graduates 


of Athens university. It was most pain- 
ful to me to read in this morning’s Con- 
stitution that the university was not in a 
fiourishing condition, and was calling upon 
its friends to help support it. The legis- 
lature of the state should make regular an- 
nual contributions, not merely to sustain, 
but to enlarge the university, and to place 
it on the advanced footing of the foremost 
colleges of the world. 
The Pdblic Schools. 

“The public school system is the chief re- 
liance of the state for the education of the 
people. Comparatively few people can 
avail themselves of a coNege education, but 
the public schools are the coleges of the 
people, and the best test of the progress of 
a people is the provision they have made 
for the thorough instruction of the masses. 
The school system of Georgia, as it appears 
upon the statute books has many advan- 
and if rid of some ob- 

defects, would ; yo M well 
a to the resent state of affairs. 
as penal eed te to lengthen the school 
term. The le should not be content 
with one day less than six months. A 
serious obstacle to progress has been a 
failure to pay that salary, which, inade- 
quate in the first instance, became doubly 
so by the long delay in meeting it. 


As te Normal Schools. 


“Obviously the most pressing need of all 
educational institutions in the south is 
improved training and teaehing. In no 
department of ucation has there been 
so much advance during the last quarter 
of a century as in the science and art of 
teaching. Je recognize and insist upon 
the value of scientific training for other 
professions, such as the bar, the pulpit 
and medicine, while we fail to insist upon 
technical training for those who are to 
train the mind and mould thé character 
of the youth of the land. European coun- 
tries, and, in fact, almost all the other 
states of the union, have set Georgia an 
example which she cannot too soon follow 
in establishing norma: schools. There is 
not a single southern state, Florida possibly 
excepted, which has not done more on 
Two or three years 
ago, the ‘legislature of this state put upon 
the statute book a law for the establish- 
ment of a normal school at Athens, but 
singularly enough failed to appropriate a 
single dollar for its maintenance. Georgia 
receives twenty or muvore scholarships at 
the Peabody institute at Nashville, ard 
these young men and women on their 
return are doing much to improve the 
methods of education. What Georgia im- 
peratively needs is a normal school, well 
officered for training men and women how 
to teach. Even with well-endowed normal 
schools, there would still be teachers who 
could not avail themselves of their ad- 
vantages. Georgia requires one for each 
county, but gives only $25 for its support, 
and that is too meager to secure the best 
results. The Peabody fund this year will 
furnish $2,000 for the support of one or 
two institutes, and it is desirable that 
the teachers therein shguld be trained ex- 


_perts, and that the course of instruction. 


ublished in advance, should be. dove-tailed 
nto a system which will be continued for 
the next year. In this appropriation, 
which is for the benefit of both races, I 
am stretching my authority because of my 
desire to aid Georgia, for the well-estab- 
lished and beneficent object of the Peabody 
fund hitherto has been to help only those 
who help themselves.” 


The Object of His Visit. 


“What is the immediate object of your 
yisit to Atlanta?’ 

“The Peabody educational fund, as is 
well ‘known, is for the benefit of both 
races; the Slater fund is exclusively for 
the education of the negro. In the adminis- 
tration of that fund the trustees have 
co-operated mainly with schools 
that have been organized in 
the — south by enthusiaseic de- 
nominations north. These schools have ends 
which, however. desirable in themselves, 
are not within the scope and purview of 
the Slater trust. It is the desire of- the 
trustees to use the income from the Slater 
fund as effectively as possible for the two 
objects of teacher-training and industrial 
training. About a month ago The Consti- 
titution had an able article in reference 
to what was understood to be the purpose 
of the trustees to make a more vigorous 
experiment, unembarrassed by denomina- 
tional control, along the line of manual 
training. A conference of some leading 
citizens was held in this city, and it was 
agreed to confer with. the Slater trustees 
in. reference to the establishment of such 
a school in Atlanta. My present visit was 
to confer with these gentlemen. Nothing 
can come of it just now, however, be- 
cause of the absence of some whom it was 
desirable to consult, and because it is the

“The infanta” said the doctor, “will 
have but little to say in the programme

‘Alvarez, who will really pass upon all 
the arrangements connected with her stay 
in the United States. Tne Spaniards are 
a charming people, but great sticklers for 
etiquette. he duke, however, is a man 
of the world, trained in diplomacy, and will 
readily adapt himself to the local circum~ 
stances of whatever country he may Visit. 
The infanta’s first visit, of course, will 
not be to any one in New York, but she will 
come directly to Washington, and after the 
ceremonies of state have there been com- 
plied with, other arrangements will be de- 
veloped. If the white house were large 
enough to admit of the president inviting 
all those who should be invited to the 
dinner of state, all ceremonial friction would 
be removed. As it is, however, few can 
meet the infanta at the president’s table. 
And.as to the future, that must be left 
to Duke d’Alvarez and such gentlemen as 
may represent the American government.
